THANK GOD 1" That was the expres- 


sion, mental or vocal, with which all expa- 
triated Americans worthy of the name, 
and their minority of English friends, 
welcomed the news which reached us at 
the close of last week. Finis Secession! 
It is accomplished! The end has come! 
After all the weary delay, the varying tide 
of success and failure, the slaughter and 
ruin, the blundering^ and drifting, the 
impatience and disbelief—all necessary to 
the predestined end—we touch the further 
shore of our Red Sea ; red with the blood 
of our best and bravest, and may, Miriam 
like, raise a song of rejoicing.* Seldom 
has there been such an impression created 
by matters not immediately pertinent to 
Britons, than by the news. " It beats Se- 
bastopol and Lucknow all to nothing," 
said an Englishman to me that evening. 
I am told that the sales of daily papers 
were extraordinary, (exceeding even those 
of the journals containing the account of 
the prize fight .between llecnan and Say- 
ers,) but I cannot ascertain the figures: 
The newsboys reaped a pecuniary harvest 
and made the omnibus stations vocal with 
the " Evacuation of Richmond and defeat 
of the Southern army."

A new twenty-inch gun, named " Beel- 
zebub," east at the Fort Pitt Works of Mr. 
0. Knapp, was tested recently at the prov- 
ingground of the works. The gun is near- 
ly four feet shorter than the great twenty- 
inch tried at Fort Hamilton, New York 
harbor, last summer, but is of equal bore 
and capacity. It is eighteen feet long, 
twenty-inch bore, weighs over forty-nine 
tone, and carries a thousand pound ball 
with a charge of one hundred and twenty- 
five pounds of powder. It was cast Mar 
Oth, 1864, and has been nearly ten months 
finishing. On the trial several charges of 
sixty and eigbty pounds were fired with 
great success. The Pittsburg Commercial 
s»ys: 


A charge of one hundred pounds was 


now introduced, the solid shot sent home, 
the percussion arranged, when Mr. James 
Knapp pulled the lanyard. The ball struck 
the stony bank, and tons of rock fell into 
the cavern already existing from similar 
ponderous blows. This tune the gun re- 
coded about two-thirds of ite length in the 
sling, and the concussion scarcely differed 
from that experienced with the eight* 
pound charge. A second charge of one 
hundred pounds was fired, and immediate- 
ly after the receil, a wrought iron bolt 
three inches in thickness, suddenly snap- 
ped, and the breech band, by which the 
gun was held in the slings, broke, letting 
the enormous mass to the ground, crushing 
as if they were made of tinder, the T rails 
beneath. 


This sudden accident brought the test to 


•.conclusion. Captain Yard, United States

THE OIL RESOl-BCIB OF CASAD.t AXD 


HICHIGiX. 


Tlie Upi and DotVBS"*? Oil Boren-In 


tcre*tlngr«et> and Figure*. 


Fifteen years ago a couple of Canadian 


gentlemen conceived the idea of extracting 
jil from the "gum beds" iri the neigh- 
borhood of Black creek, in Canada West. 
The process they adopted was a crude one, 
^ret an oily substance was yielded Jn con- 
siderable quantities, It was so impure, 
however, and so intermixed with earthy 
matter, that for commercial purposes it 
was found to be almost valueless, and in a 
short time the enterprise was abandoned. 


A New England Company followed the 


original prospectors, and by the use of new 
and improved retorts, produced an article 
bearing a much closer resemblance to the 
kerosene of modern commerce than did 
the " distilled gum". first found. But 
original inventors and explorers proverbi- 
ally fail to reap the fruits of their exertions. 
The New England Company made way, 
in 1857, for the Canada Oil Company. 
Eight hundred acres of the choicest land 
were purchased; and boring opererations 
were commenced. The results obtained 
did not realize the expectations of the 
promoters of the undertaking, and they 
.sold their interest to a private firm. 


For the next few years the history of the 


Canadian oil region is one of constant 
change of owners, and mingled success 
and failure. In 1801, a flowing well was 
struck at a depth of a little over one hun- 
dred and seventy feet, which, for a time, 
yielded more than 1,000 barrels a day. 


But unrefined oil in those days was 


worth little more than ten cents a barrel, 
whilst the barrel itself cost two dollars, so 
that the profits were nothing like so great 
as might be supposed, measuring by the 
light of our after experience. Then came 
a well which flowed 3,000 barrels a day 
for a year, soon afterware a well flowing 
2,000 barrels. Those who struck oil often 
did not know how to save it, and what 
would now constitute a fortune was often 
allowed to run to waste through sheer in- 
capacity. A well was struck on the famous 
Bruce territory, and from Saturday, when 


ic oil vein was opened, until the Monday 
illowing, it is estimated that at least four 
lousand barrels spouted out and flowed 
ver the adjoining land. Not a drr.p was 
aved until the next season, when one 
lousand barrels were scooped up by those 


who were content to gather oil from the 


irface instead of seeking in the bowels of 
le earth. A well flowing 2,50s) barrels 
aily, was allowed to run to waste in the 
reek. In like manner- in the Sanburn 
erritory, 2,500 barrels of oil o-day flowed 
nto the creek. The surface of the water 
or miles down was covered with pure oil, 
"hich being wantonly ignited, produced 


conflagration that will yet be remem- 
ered. 
From 1862 down to the present day, lit- 
e has been done to develop the resources 
f the Canadian Oil Region. Public at- 
ention, however, is now once more turned 
oward this fertile and promising field. 
Vnd of course it does not take a Yankee 
ong to reason from Canada to Michigan, 
nd to infer that if petroleum abounds in 
ho soil of the former, it must exist in that 
ftho latter, In the vicinity of Port Hu- 
on, (Michigan,) on the Canadian side of 
he river, oil wells have been in successful 
Deration for years, and it was not until 
he publication of the report of Sir Wil- 
iam Logan, director of the Geological Sur- 
-ey of the Province, giving an account of 
he discoveries on the British side of the 
inc, that the attention of the American 
mblic was drawn to the vicinity of Tort 
luron for the purpose of developing the 
ividenccs of petroleum in that locality. 
Oil and gas springs are being discovered 
over the whole section. 


Sir William Logan in his report refers 


o one well, on the Canada side of the St. 
31air River, that yielded for a considerable 
ime over two thousand barrels per day, 
and another that yielded as high as four 
thousand barrels per day. Oil at that 
imc had no market value, and both of 
these wells were allowed to flow without 
•estriction, until exhausted of the gas that 
jrought the petroleum to the surface. In 
•egard to the quality of the oil, Sir Wil- 
iain says: " It is as free from disagrcea- 
jle smell as any that I have seen in any

I can only enable a few of them to reach 
Chicago before your Fair closes, they will 
be as liberal with their greenbacks as a 
sailor of his money, and I will thereby 
contribute as much as if I were to send 
you a cart load of broken shell):, old mils- 
kf ts or other war trophies.

The Colonel having on a capo which con- 
cealed his uniform, threw' it off, so that the 
crowd could see the eagles and be convin- 
ced he was not Grant, then they shouted, 
" He has got on a Colonel's coat to fool ua." 
One respectable looking man rushed up to 
the carriage, looked him square in the 
face, and then sung out, " It is him ; there 
is no mistake about it; I have seen him 
often." Colonel S. told him he was mis- 
taken, and got for an answer, " You can't 
deceive me, General; yoa will have to 
put on something beside a Colonel's coat 
to do that." Colonel Strong then toM 
him he was a wounded officer, but it was 
of no uso. They crowded around the car- 
riage, hung on it, and the people along the 
street in the civic procession that faced

What .1 Garden May Bo. 


Here let me outline, in brief, what a 


farmer's garden may be made, withou 
other than home labor. A broad walk 
should run down the middle of eithc. 
square inclosure or long parallelogram 
A box edging upon either side ia of link 
cost, and contributes eminently to neat 
ness: it will hold good for eight year? 
without too great encroachment, and a 
that time will sell to the nurserymen fo 
more than enough to pay the cost of re- 
setting. On either aide of this walk, in a 
border of six feet wide, the farmer may 
plant his dwarf fruit, with grapes at inter- 
vals, to climb upon a home-made cedar 
trellis, that shall overarch and embower 
the walk. 
If he love an evening pipe in 


his garden he may plant some simple seat 
under one or more of these leafy arbors. 


At least one-half the garden, as I before 


suggested, he may easily arrange, to till,— 
spring and autumn,—with the plow : and 
whatever he places there in the way uf tree 
and shrub, must be in lines parallel with 
the walk. On the other half, he will be 
subjected to no such limitations ; there, he 
will establish his pernneials-his asparagus, 
hia thyme, his sage, and parsley ; his rnu- 
barb, his gooseberries, strawberries, and 
raspberries ; and in an angle—hidden if 
ho choose by a belt of bhrubbery—he may 
have his hot-bed and compost heap. Fork- 
culture, which all these crops demand, will 
admit of any arrangement ho may prefer, 
and he may enliven the groupings, and 
win the jr,ood wife's favor, by here and 
there a little circlet of such old-fashoned 
flowers as tulips—yellow lillesand white, 
with roses of all shades. 


Upon the other half he may make dis- 


tribution of parts, by banding the various 
crops with border lines of. China or Refu- 
gee beans ; and he may split the whole 
crosswise, by a walk overarched with 
climbing Limas, or the London Horticult- 
ural—selling off the two ends with nu 
abutment of scarlet runners, and a surlia?e
